1 .  WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supplied  to  the  district  from  Leicester  Corporation 
sources  has  been  adequate  and  satisfactory. 

No  houses  in  the  district  are  without  a  mains  supply  of  water 
within  the  premises. 

2 .  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  new  sewage  disposal  works  continued  to  function  with  some 
difficulties  as  yet  not  eliminated. 

The  smell  produced  during  sludge  conditioning  operations  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  pervasive  and  the  problem  of  its  elimination  continued 
to  present  difficulties.  Masking  compounds  proved  to  be  unaccept¬ 
able. 


The  regular  24  hour  swabs  in  the  main  effluent  drain  showed 
salmonella  organisms  on  three  occasions  only. 

3*  CESSPOOLS  AND  CLOSETS 

There  remain  five  pail  closets  and  thirteen  cesspools  within 
the  district.  5,09l  water  closets  serve  all  other  houses. 

4*  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  refuse  collection  fleet  comprises  two  Shelvoke  &  Drewry 
fore  and  aft  tippers,  one  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  Pakamatic,  one  open 
Karrier  for  special  collections  and  a  power  shovel  for  tip  control. 

A  weekly  collection  service  is  maintained. 

Trade  refuse  is  also  collected  weekly  and  all  bins  after  the 
fiist  charged  at  *[/-  each.  More  frequent  collections  can  be  arr¬ 
anged  and  are  charged  for  on  a  time  and  labour  cost  basis. 

A  decision  has  been  taken  to  pulverise  refuse  before  tipping. 
The  problem  of  final  disposal  still  presents  difficulties.
